Big Bad Blue Book Battle Begins 


By DIX McGUIRE 

The peril of the hydrogen bomb, the age of sputniks, 
the rising tide of unemployment, the flood of incurable dis- 
eases, and the ICBM are but a few of the plagues the citizen 
of our modern civilization has to cope with today. 

Now. added to this terrible aggregate of ills, is the 
curse of finals week. All over the nation, college students 
are girding themselves for battle with the blue books and 


the IBM answer sheets. 

SSC’s benevoient faculty, in an 
effort to extend a helping hand to 
its students as part of its Good 
Neighbor Policy, has devised 
three modes of assistance de- 
signed to aid them im passing 
final exams: the study sheet, the 
in-class review, and the take- 
home test 

The study sheet is a fairly re- 
cent innovation. Originally, it was 
conceived by the executives of 
the nation’s major television net- 
works for distribution to eager 
quiz show contestants Now, how- 
ever, two important modifications 
cause it to differ from its orgi- 
nal form: 1) The answers to the 
questions are no longer provided, 
and 2) The questions on the sheet 
geldom if ever have anything to 
do with the questions later asked 

Designed as it is to lead the 
student astray from the matenal 
to be covered on the forthcoming 
exam, the study sheet accom- 
Plishes two ends: it makes certain 
the student knows al! the little 
imsignificancies of the course be- 
fore he passes it, and ii insures 
the instructor a wider grade 
spread, for there are always those 
students who are so naive they 
fail to see through his scheme 
and negiect the pertinent materi- 
al for that on the study sheet. 
For these unworthies, the device 
accomplishes a third end: it shat- 
ters forever their belief in The 
Good Life. 

Before distributing the study 
sheet, the instructor is likely to 
make a remark similar to the 
following: “I have here a little 
something I think may help you 
in passing the test. This is just a 
small list of twenty questions; 
know these and you should have 
no trouble with the test.” 

Problems, Problems... 

But as the student receives his 
copy, he is likely to find some- 
thing like this under question 
number one: “The text mentions 
Farthington's Law. Tell what 
this law means, and give the 
mathematical statement thereof. 
Give examples of the applications 
wi this law, and then using your 
own conclusions, disprove it. 
(The most lengthy paper on the 
disproval of the law will receive 
a Nobel prize for achieving a 
scientific first of significant 
magnitude | State two laws 





































































which conflic, with this one and 
explain why. Why did Mrs. Far- 
thington disapprove of her hus- 
band’s experiment with rabbits 
and that nice young lady down 
the street?” 

By the time he ‘s finally fin- 
ished with the study sheet, the 
student is fully prepared to an- 
swer any question his professor 
may ask on the exam he takes 
next semester as he goes through 
the course the second time. 

Can? Can! 
in-class review contrary 
io what its name may suggest, 
is not a burlesque 
show ; it is merely an opportunity 
for the students to grill their pro- 
fessor with regard to the semes- 
ter’'s work and the final exam. 
Here, the students are afforded 
the chance to play “twenty ques- 
tions’ with the instructor: they 
try to guess what's on the final, 
he tries to misiead them. (Pro- 
fessors are notoriousiy good at 
misleading students.) 

Think or Thwim! 

Sometimes, however, difficul- 
ties arise during ciass discussion, 
such as the one which occurred 
during an engineering in-class 
review takes place 

Student A: “Professor Stress, 
will you explain a httle more 
about that last problem? 
Shouldn't you use steel girders 
rather than reinforced concrete in 
this case?” 

Professor Stress: “Well, IT...” 

Student FB: (to Student A}: 
“Of course not, you blithering 
idiot! Can't you see that concrete 
is the only thing appropriate 
here? How do you ever expect 
to become a engineer?” 

Student A: “What do you 
mean? Only an intelligence of 
the lowest possible order would 
dream of using reinforced con- 
crete in the wingtips of a B-52!" 
(Hits student B with T-square.} 

Student B (deftly smashing 
Student A on head with drawing 
board): “Who are you calling 
stupid?”

Then too, he and his fellow 
students may hold a caucus: this 
will undoubtedly provide him 
with a galaxy of different an- 
swers, so that he may provide 
the instructor with another in 
case the first one he gives is In 
error 

At times. the take-home test 


may be in the form of a project. 
In business admimstration, it may 
be an assignment to plan 4 mock- 
up of the State Budget for the 
followine vear; in English, an as- 
signment to paraphrase Halgar 
Allen Poe's “The Raven’- with- 
out using one single word used 
by the author in the poem.

This year’s final issue of the Scribe which will go on 
sale Monday is distinguished by the best poetry section to 
appear this vear. Gene Detro, the poet to whom the Scribe 
staff should erect a memorial of thanks, provides the jead- 


ing contribution of the magazine. His “Poem for a 


Tablet” is easily the outstanding 
poetry selection of the year and, 
moreover, it is a poem of true 
artistic quality which should 
bring distinction to the maga- 
zine. 

“For Dylan Tl-omas” and “The 
Wall,” two poems by Orian De- 
Pledge, combine an actite sense 
of imagery with remarkable 
technical competence. Three other 
good poems; ‘Epitaph to Effort” 
by Don Walker, “Hands Hold” 
by Arnold Satfield, and “Carni- 
val’ by Ken Lavin, give the poe- 
try section a depth which has 
been foreign to previous issues. 
Unfortunately, some sort of edi- 
torial slip let “The Dependent” 
by Mike Thomas slip through.

We 
have been deeply interested in 
arguing for the defeat of the 
budget proposal which would es- 
tablish parking fees at the sev- 
eral state colleges. The issue 
which 1 raise in this letter is 
much more basic than our ob- 
jections to a particular piece of 
legislation 

Wishing to testify before the 
Senate Finance Committee, I 
contacted the secretary of the 
commitiee to tind out when the 
item was scheduied tor hearing 
She iniormed me that the items 
of the budget were taken up at 
the pleasure of the chairman of 
the committee, Senator MacBride, 


and that there was no way of 
knowing in advance what this 
pleasure might be. The only 


thing whch she c uid tell me was 
to attend all the meetings of the 
Finance Committee so that I 
would be sure to be there when 
the issue was raised. As a student, 
it was impossible for me to spare 
this much time from an already 
crowded schedule. I contacted 
the Legsletive Analyst, A. Alan 
Tost, and received the same 
formation 

The implicauiens of such proce- 
dure are rather obvious. It would 
appear to in a complete 
perversion of the original reasons 
for the existence of legisiative 
comunittees. Now, only those pow- 
erful groups with enough money 
to finance a steff of fulltime 
lobbyists can afford the time to 
ait through the many meetings 
necessary. Instead of being 
place for the full discussion of 
issues and the introduction of

pertinent data, the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee seems to have

Do a bit 
of evaluating: Are yeu following 
the right objective {or you? Have 
you really put enough into the 
task? If you have not learned 
how to learn, fave you at least 
learned how not to learn and 
what methods of work do not 
pay off? Can you plan better for 
the coming year with respect to 
study methods, use of time, etc? 

If anyone has fallen short of 
expectations, let him remember 
that success frequently comes 
only after continued and sus- 
tained effort. Too many students 
are too easily bluffed or re- 
buffed. But a good college edu- 
cation is tco valuable to be for- 
saken so quickly 

[| hope that each of our stu- 
dents will have gained some 
spark of inspiration, either from 
some member of the faculty or 
from other students, which will 
never cease to be an effective 
force in his life and which will 
cause him to commit himself to 
life-long learning and intellec- 
tual growth 

Confucius is credited with say- 


ing that 
“If your plan is for a year, 
plant rice 
For ten years, plant a tree; 


for a hundred years, educate 
men.” 

No words I could utter could 
express more eloquently the spirit 
of dedication which I believe ac- 
tuates our college as it continues 
to work for and with its stu- 
dents. We shall be greatly dis- 
appointed if the counterpart of 
this attitude not motivate 
each of you to keep his eye on a 
distant but profoundly  signifi- 
ant goal

In attempting to assess the successes and/or failures of

rnet newspaper during this past year, it becomes 
very dificult to be objective. 


On one hand if we were to argue that The Hornet had 
accomplished a certain number of goals, the statement 
would probably be open to reproach. We would be faced with 
two alternatives, either there is a bit too much super ego

Since neither of these alternatives is acceptable from 
The Hornet's standpoint we must turn to a more negative 
approach for a possible assessment of the paper’s accom- 
plishments.

We have attempted to present a fairly diver- 
sified publication which would appeal to a large number of 
students. We have attempted to present reasonably well 
informed comment on a variety of issves. 

_ From this point again we are faced with two alterna- 
tives, either you have been pleased with the publication in 
general or you have been displeased with the publication. 
On the former alternative we are forced to say that this is 
our job, and on the latter about the only comment available 
is “There'll be a brighter day tomorrow.”

ELAM'S REMARKS

Approximately three weeks ago Dick Griffin. the Co 
ordinator of Elections, was tried by the Board of Justice 
for violations of the Elections Code. He was found guilty 
of the alleged infractions and removed from office by the 


student court. 

Since the board's decision, 
Dick has submitted a formal re- 
quest for an appeal to the Stu- 
dent Council. There are no pro- 
visions for appeal procedures, or 
appellate bodies in the ASSSC 
By-Laws or Policies, so the 
counci! decided to act as an ap- 
pellate court and establish a 
three man committee (Nancy 
Marshall, Dr. Bel!, and Neil Char- 
bonneau! to consider whether 
there is just cause for this re- 
quest to be granted 

There are four main issues in- 
volved in this case 

1. Does the Board of Justice 
have jurisdiction over a case of 
this nature? The Coordinator of 
Elections, who is appointed by 
the Student Body President with 
confirmation of the Student 
Council, is a direct sub ordinate 
of the President. Should the 
ASSSC court try the President's 
subordinate ? 


2. Does the Student Counc! 
have the power to estabiish an 
appellate body when there are 


no provisions for one in the 
ASSSC By-Laws or Policies? At 
this time it could be construed 
that the Board of Justice has ul- 
timate authority in all cases com- 
ing before it. The recent revisions 
to the ASSSC By-Laws and Pol- 
icles include provisions for ap- 
peals of Board of Justice deci- 
sions, but they cannot go into ef 
fect until next year 

3%. Was Dick guilty of Policy 
violations, was he quilty of 
general inefficiency? The Board 
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of Justice has jurisdiction only 
over infractions of laws of the 
ASSSC. Reprimand for ineffi- 
ciency should come from his su- 


perior, the Student Body Presi- 
dent 
4. Does the Student Body 


President have the authority to 
remove a coordinator from office, 
for inefficiency, or does this 
power reside in the Student Coun- 
cil who confirms the appoint- 
ment 

Regardless of whether or not 
the Coordinator of Elections is 
guilty of policy violations, he is, 
in my opinion, guilty of neglect 
of his duties. This can be dem- 
onstrated by the fact that there 
was extremely poor publicity of 
the elections during the campaign 
for the major student body of- 
fices, there was no official dead- 
line for submitting the petitions 
for these offices, and the new 
elections code was submitted for 
approval to the Student Council 
at such a late date that there was 
too little time to properly organ- 
ize the elections. All of these du- 
ties were the responsibility of the 
Coordinator of Elections 

Therefore, revardiess of the 
Board of Justice's decision, I, as 
Student Body President, have re- 
moved the Coordinator of Eleo 
tions from office 

Since there are no rules of the 
Student Association, nor presi- 
dents therein, I am using the 
superior-subordinate relationships 
in the national government as 
precedent for this decision. The 
President of the United States 
appoints department heads with 
the confirmation of the Senate, 
He can, however, remove these 
officials without consulting this 
legislative body 

This does not preclude the Co» 
ordinator of Elections from ap- 
pealing the Board of Justice's de 
cision to the Student Council. His 
efforts would, however, scam 
somewhat fruitiess, for no judg- 
ment by the Student Council 
concerning the decision of the 
Board of Justice could affect my 
actions in the mutter,
